The Democrats 
Move on Stage 


The GOP’s Chicago show is over 
and the Democrats now begin moving in 
to take up where they left off. What 
happens in November will be deter- 
mined largely by what happens there 
this week, during the preliminaries, and 
next week when the convention will be 
in session. 

The Democrats will be on trial dur- 
ing their convention session—more so, 
perhaps, than at any time in the last 20 
years. They must defend themselves 
against the hammering they took from 
the Republicans and must present a 
united front behind a progressive plat- 
form the people can approve. 

The Republicans have chosen a 
highly popular candidate, the best 
available in the field. Thy have agreed 
upon a platform calculated to offend no 
one and to woo rebellious Southern 
Democrats on the issue of civil rights. 

And so, the eyes of,the nation will 
be focused on Chicago this week and 
next with intensity equally as great as 
that which accompanied the Taft-Eisen- 
hower battle of the century. 

And in the forthcoming Democratic 
convention, as in the Republican fracas, 
the South will play the key role. 

It now appears certain there will be 
another bitter battle over the civil 
rights plank in the platform. President 
Truman and many Northern party lead- 
ers are determined to hold the strong 
1948 civil rights stand in the 1952 policy 
document. 

What will happen is anybody’s guess 
but it is almost certain that the Demo- 
crats will lose much of the South unless 
the civil rights proposals are compro- 
mised as they were in the GOP plat- 
form. Leaders of the Northern wing of 
the party maintain they can win with- 
out the South and that the civil rights 
stand, including compulsory FEPC, is 
the only way the party can achieve 
victory in the populous states of the 
North and East. 

However, an adamant FEPC stand 
in the Democratic platform will almost 
certainly result in a defection of many 
Southern states to Eisenhower in No- 
vember. And right now there appears 
to be scant possibility of avoiding the 
clash. In the long run, perhaps it will 
be healthy if it leads to a strong two- 
party system in the South and an align- 
ment of conservative and liberal forces 
into their proper spheres. 

However, that does not detract from 

the immediate problem of the Demo- 
crats: How can the party be held to- 
gether in the face of Southern bitter- 
ness over civil rights? 
Of all the candidates, only Harriman 
follows the strong Truman line on the 
problem. The others, Russell, Kefauver, 
Kerr, and Stevenson have expressed the 
belief that FEPC is a problem for the 
states. Stevenson qualifies his stand by 
saying that unless the states do act, 
then it becomes a federal problem. 
However, Truman and his followers are 
prepared for a finish fight. 

And yet, in Chicago, the Democrats 
must somehow- compromise their differ- 
encs if they are to win. Domestic prog- 
ress, gains in foreign affairs, prosperity 
and unprecedented production under 
the party speak for. themselves. The 
scandals, corruption, high taxes, infla- 
tion, the Korean War, and expanding 
bureaucratic government are the handi- 
caps which must be explained away by 
the Democrats in convention and the 
standard bearers chosen there. The job 
will be made much more difficult if a 
divided party must face the electorate. 

The Republican. Party turned its 
back on the past last week. The nation 
witnessed the scene. Its new, vigorous 
leadership requires that the Dmocrats 
mend their fences, compromise factional 
quarrels, and present a united front 
behind an equally vigorous leadership 
if the party is to stay in power another 
four years. 


The Newlyweds’ Story 
Seems Distorted 


An editorial appearing recently in 
The Boston Traveler and called to our 
attention by a Georgian living in Massa- 
chusetts points up an apparent unfair- 
ness to Georgia that shows up frequent- 
ly in the Northern press. 

The article says: 


A pair of Belmont newlyweds 
went to Sea Island, Ga., for their 
honeymoon. On their first night there, 
the bride’s wedding ring and engage- 
ment ring were stolen. 

In driving away from the place, 
they got as far as the town of Darien 
when they were hit by a Georgia car 
and the bride was knocked uncon- 
scious. The Georgia driver asked for $50 
to forget the whole thing, but the Bel- 
mont man refused. 

The sheriff who investigated the 

. accident gave the young man from 
_ Massachusetts his choice of sentences.

He could either pay a $25 fine and 
sign a paper admitting the accident 
was his own fault, or he could go to 
jail for 25 days. The young man 
signed and paid. 


The sheriff then attached the ear, 
thus stranding the young couple while 
insurance companies were straighten- 
ing things out by telephone. | 

When asked why he'd attached 
only the Massachusetts car, the sheriff 
replied, “The other’s a Georgia car.” 

There’s nothing new or unusual 
about this sort of story. It has hap- 
pened many times to New Englanders 
in Georgia and Florida. 

But it’s a very good reason for stay- 
ing in the North and getting along 
without Southern hospitality. 


The Boston paper’s account is at 
wide variance with an investigation 
made by McIntosh County officials and 
reported by the Savannah Morning 
News. 

According to the official report of the 
accident, the Massachusetts driver was 
arrested for reckless driving—passing at 
an intersection and in a “no passing” 
zone. The driver was required to post 
$25 cash bond, for which he got a re- 
ceipt. 

The driver of the other car, a Sa- 
vannah Negro, took an attachment on 
the out-of-state car to insure payment 
for damages to his own car. 

The deputy sheriff making the re- 
port said that to his knowledge no one 
was knocked unconscious and neither 
the New Englander nor his wife was in- 
jured. The Savannah Negro said, “The 
woman in the car was about as uncon- 
scious as I am now.” 

The deputy went on to say, “I tried 
to be nice to those people. I even took 
them to find a motor court ... after the 
attachment was served on their car.” 

Clearly, here is a case where some- 
one is mistaken. And we have a strong 
suspicion who. 

We wish the Northern press would 
check more closely before accusing us in 
Georgia of highhandedness. 

We don’t claim that our traffic of- 
ficials always do the right thing, but we 
resent attempts to make it appear they 
are consistently unfair and inhuman in 
their treatment of Northerners who run 
afoul the law.

About Freedom

And §} 
the smaller kids were ~* 
scared by the fireworks 
and clung to their dad- 
dies legs and wanted to go 
home, amd the middle 
sized kids ate themselves 
sick, as they always do, 
and small boys got lost and had to have the 
man at the public address system call for 
their parents, and the teenagers paired off 
as ustial. So it was all very much like home 
and everybody had a good time and went 
home satisfied. 

Dean Acheson was the speaker and, he 
made a good speech. He didn’t make a flag 
waving speech, exactly. He just talked, with 
funny, jerky. gestures, very sincerely. He 
talked about the Fourth of July celebra- 
tions he used to know when he was a little 
boy. In that time, he said, nobody really 
thought much about such things as freedom 
and liberty and democracy, really. They 
were just rights you were born with, be- 
cause jong before, your forefathers had as- 
sured them to you forever. They were part 
of your heritage as an American, and they 
never could be lost again. So all you did 
on the Fourth was to pay a little tribute to 
the men who had gained them for you. And 
you didn’t worry much about keeping them. 

But today things are different, for we 
have finally come to understand that lib- 
erty and freedom, and democracy, are not 
gifts from God and our forebears that are 
irrevocable, but things that each genera- 
tion must dedicate itself to preserving, even 
at the cost of life. And the world has grown 
so small and the loss of freedom anywhere 
is so near to us, its not enough to be con- 
tent that our own nation shall stay free. 

We have to take on the task of defending 
freedom around the world, against any one 
who might try to tear it down. And that’s 
what we are trying to do with all our might 
today, trying to hem in and control and fend 
off all those who seek to destroy the right 
of a man to be a man, to stand up, proud 
and free in the armor of his own individual 
liberty. 

That was the duty of Americans at home 
and abroad, he said, and every American, 
wherever he was, ought to be a sort of walk- 
ing symbol of the spirit of fair play, of the 
consideration for individual rights, that is 
the heart of democracy. 

And all who heard him were touched by 
the simple, earnest speech of the tall, tired 
man who spoke so briefly and so simply 
of the things that have made America the 
wonder and the glory of the world. And 
then, when he had finished, they turned and 
faced the flag, and watched as it came flut- 
tering down while the band played slowly, 
feeling in their hearts perhaps, as I felt 
as I watched, things for which they could 
find no words—a great mingled feeling of 
pride and devotion, and suddenly a great 
longing, for the happy land of home.

Eisenhower offered these prospects; Taft did 
not. 

All of the public sentiment polls attested 
to the greater strength of the General. Taft 
was the favorite of the party wheelhorses 
and the Old Guard leaders, which explains 
his ability to make the strong showing he 
did. But Eisenhower was by far the favorite 
of the rank and file of the voters. More- 
over, he enjoyed the preference of a wide 
margin of the mass of independents, from 
whose ranks the Republicans must gain im- 
portant support if they have any expecta- 
tion of winning the November election. 

When all of the factors were balanced 
against each other on paper, there never 
was but one answer. It was that General 
Ike should win. To arrive at any other 
conclusion was to assume that the Repub- 
licans had no will to win, that they were 
more interested in personalities than victory. 

There can be little doubt that the great 
majority of the leaders in the party would 
have preferred Senator Taft, if they could 
have regarded him as capable of winning.

Ordinarily 
Eisenhower .would have proved no more

It should 
also include vigorous case-finding; adequate 
assistance to the family of the patient; sat- 
isfactorily meeting all the patient’s material 
and emotional needs during ‘“‘the cure’’: and 
the “insurance” of rehabilitation which 
could prevent the wasteful relapse often 
caused by the lack of vocational guidance 
after leaving the hospital.

Hazlett’s father was a doctor. The two boys became inseparable, 
and talks with the father stimulated Dwight’s sense of competition.

Bristow, interesting- 
ly enough, was an advanced liberal and people’s man who worked 
closely with William Allen White. Eisenhower's first great step 
forward in life came, in other words, because a Republican of un- 
orthodox breed vouched for him. 

Eisenhower, always an enterprising young man, went to Topeka 
and took examinations not merely for Annapolis but for West Point 
too. To his surprise he came out first in the Annapolis test and 
second in that for West Point. It was lucky that he took both exami- 
nations, because he discovered that he was overage for Annapolis 
by a few months. But West Point, which had a different age limit, 
was willing to accept him; aiso the highest man in the West Point 
examination could not take the appointment at the last minute, and 
Eisenhower automatically stepped into his place. So, in July, 1911, 
he left Kansas, journeyed to the East, enrolled at the Point,. and 
began his military career. His mother did not approve. But, obeying 
her own precepts, she did not stand in his way or actively oppose him. 

From Eisenhower’s own point of view at the time, the thing 
that mattered most in his West Point life was the knee injury that 
knocked him out of football and summarily ended his athletic career. 
Scholastically, he did neither very well nor badly. At the end of his
